S.O* 4665/15/IDEA/67. —Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that there has been, or is likely to be, a substantial fall in the volume of pro¬ 
duction in respect of cotton textiles manufactured in the industrial undertaking 
known as the Indore Malwa United Mills, Ltd-, Indore, Madhya Pradesh, for 
which, having regard to the economic conditions prevailing, there is no jurisdic¬ 
tion;
